Council suggests 


$16,500 for mayor's 
salary 


The committee of the 
whole was unable to.agree on 
an increase in the level of 
remuneration for councillors 
on Monday, April 14, buta 
recommendation to council to 
raise the mayor’s remunera- 
tion to $16,500 carried 4 to 2. 
Coun. Fyfe and Throndson 
voted against the motion and 
Coun. Wetsch was not at this 


meeting. 

During the ‘‘delegations 
and deputations’’ segment of 
the agenda, Mayor Richard 
Plain answered Mr. Keith 
Easson’s question regarding 
when action would be taken 
to implement any remunera- 
tion matters by stating that 
the matter would not be 
going to council until after 


No concensus 
on councillors 
remuneration 


Lengthy discussion ensued 
regarding the matter of 
councillors’ remuneration 
and no consensus was 
reached on the matter at the 
committee of the whole 
meeting on Monday night. It 
was apparent that Coun. 
Wetsch, who was not at this 
meeting, will be casting the 
deciding vote. 

A number of motions were 
put on the floor (practically 
one per councillor) voted 
upon and defeated. All noted 
figures between $3,500 and 
$4,500 and several were 
defeated with 3 to 3 voting. 
Both flat rate and per 
meeting arrangements were 
attempted. 

Council remuneration at 
present is on the basis of $36 
per meeting and the number 
of meetings has been esti- 
mated at 125 per year (with 
the existing council) which 
would provide $4,500. Dis- 
cussions turned up figures 
per meeting of from $36 per 


meeting (Fyfe) $40.50 and 
$41.50 (Throndson) or flat 
annual rates of $4,500 (Plain 
and Lukay), and $3,600 
(Smith). Coun. Breadner also 
favoured a flat rate and noted 
that formerly the remunera- 
tion on a per meeting basis 
resulted in a salary range for 
councillors that averaged 
about $3,250. 

Coun. Smith moved that 
councillors’ salary be set on a 
flat rate basis and this 
motion carried with a 5 to 1 
vote. Coun. Throndson voted 
against the motion contend- 
ing that perhaps the move 
would encourage truancy. 

Faced with the even 
number of council members 
present, Coun. Fyfe moved 
that the matter be referred to 
a special meeting of the 
committee of the whole at 7 
p.m. on Monday, April 21, 
before the council meeting.$ 

The motion carried 5 to 1 
with Coun. Lukay opposed. 


the April 23 public meeting. 

‘‘The reason that the 
matter was brought forth at 
this time was simply to 
discuss, to set this council’s 
position out, so that when we 
go to the public meeting on 
April 23 - the community will 
have some idea of what type 
of decision or position that 
(council) members have ad- 
opted rather than simply to 
provide the public with the 
survey,’’ Mayor Plain ex- 
plained. 

Coun. Myrna Fyfe put 
thesubject of the mayor’s 
remuneration increase on the 
floor with a motion (based on 
a 12.4% increase) to increase 
the mayor's salary from 
$12,000 to $13,488 - this 
would be $8,992 actudP and 
$4,496 tax free salary. She 
explained that her motion 
was based_on the philosophy 
that salary increases for 
elected officials should re- 
flect the same terms as those 
for salaried employees. 

Coun. Throndson said that 
he would support the motion 
and noted that all the argu- 
ments surrounding the matt- 
er had been covered. He said 
that the matter boiled down 
to the timing, the reasoning 
behind bringing it up, and 
that it was not brought up as 
a major consideration in the 
election. Mr. Throndson said 
that the time may come when 
the town ‘‘goes for’’ a full 
time mayor but he said that 
he thought that a decision 
regarding this should be 
made by the people. Mr. 
Throndson noted that the 
mayor had come into office 
under the situation of a

“District 6 withdraws 


from Joint Use 


On Wednesday, board 
members of District No. 6 
Protestant Separate School 
Board voted in favour of 
withdrawing from the Joint 
Use Agreement which pre- 
sently exists between the two 
school districts and the Town 
of St. Albert. 

The motion to withdraw 
effective April 15 was in- 
troduced by Trustee Shirley 
McCaffery who said, ‘‘Al- 
though I support the concept 
of Joint Use, I feel it can only 
operate effectively if all the 
parties involved honour all 
the provisions of the Agree- 
ment. In recent months, the 
town council has not honour- 
ed the Agreement in the 
following ways.”’ 

Mrs. McCaffery went on to 
list these points: 

‘‘ethe proposed recreation 
complex has been planned 
with only token consultation 
with the board. 

eFountain Park and the 
Day Care Centre site have 
been planned without con- 
sulting the board 

*the Kinsmen Community 
Centre in Lacombe Park was 
planned without consulting 
the board. 

*the Town has advertised 
an employment position for a 
“Community Scheol Super- 
visor’’ without consulting the 
board.”’ 

This motion came some 
thing of a surprise although 
the board has felt some 
frustration recently which 
became more acute over the 
town decision concerning the 
location of the swimming 
pool 
Bill 


Chairman Webber 


said, ‘‘] sympathize with 
Mrs. McCaffery. We have 
seen evidence of, certainly at 
least, a lack of communica- 
tion between the town and 
ourselves. I don’t know if this 
lack of communication is on 
the part of the elected people 
in the town with whom we 
should be dealing or whether 
it's on the part of the (town) 
administration who do not 
understand or do not care to 
understand the terms of the 
agreement.’’ Mr. Webber 
went on to express hope of 
improved communications 
although he subsequently 
opposed the motion as did 


Trustee M. MacFarlane. 


FACILITIES STILL

In speaking to the motion, 
Mrs. McCaffery said that 
groups who are presently 
using district facilities should 
not suffer any hardship and 
would still be able to utilize 
space but under school board 
administration. 

Trustee Don Munro in- 
formed the board that the

the job. She stated that she 
felt that while councillor’s 
remuneration could be pro- 
rated, the mayor's salary 
should not be determined on 
a pro-rated basis. 

Coun. Breadner said that 
he felt that the cost of living 
allowances had not been 
accurately accounted for in 
the setting of salary and he 
said he felt that the salary 
figure according to his cal- 
culations was close to $15,- 
000. Mr. Breadner said that 
he supported the concept of 
having the mayor on hand for 
more than a part time basis 
and felt that the $13,000 


figure was too small of an 
increase. He amended the 
motion to a figure of $16,000. 

Coun. Throndson and 
Coun. Fyfe expressed their 
opposition to this figure.

supported. 

Mayor Plain pointed out 
that the matter of a full time 
mayor should be brought out 
at the next election but 
stated that the level of 
remuneration currently stan- 
ding puts the office at level 
#7 in the pay schedule of the 
town. This puts the office of 
mayor receiving less in 
salary than the building in- 
spector, the facilities mana- 
ger, the garage foreman, the 
parks planner, parks fore- 
man, the plumbing and gas 
inspector, the research plan- 
ning officer, the roads 
foreman, the water and 
sewer foreman, and so on. 
The mayor said that he did 
not feel that the job of mayor 
is done on a part time basis 
and also noted that while this 
was the case, it would have 
to be settled on the election 
platform. 

‘‘What I would see in the 
end,’’ Mr. Plain said, ‘‘with 
my profession in an area 
which is extremely flexible, I 
would minimize whatever 
activities that I have in that 
area, so I can put the full 
time into it (the office of 
mayor).”’ 

Dr. Plain said that over the 
next 2% years the com- 
munity will have to assess if 
there has been any additional 
‘*pay off’’ from the greater 
amount of time which will be 
allocated to the job. 

In reference to those in- 
dividuals serving as mayors 
in various communities sur- 
veyed in the province of 
Alberta who ‘‘really spend 
full time in their job as 
mayor,’’ Mayor Plain stated 
that Woods, Gordon had 
noted that they ‘‘are either 


retired, semi-retired, or 
housewives with no other 
employment.’’ He added 
that those are at a high level 
of income. 

Coun. Throndson agreed 
that a full time job deserves 
more money than a part time 
job but he said that he was 
not in favour of a $16,000 
remuneration because it was 
too high for a part time 
position. He said that the 
mayor and a few other 
members of council are the 
ones who wish to see more 


time allocated to the job. 

The amendment, to a 
salary of $16,000 was de. 
feated 3 to 3 and Coun. Smith 
moved a second amendment. 
The amendment was that the 
salary of the mayor be set at 
$16,500. 

The amendment carried 4 
to 2 (Coun. Fyfe and Thrond- 
son were opposed) and the 
motion as amended carried 
with the same vote.

Kinsmen Committee meets with Rec Board 
re: minor Hockey - rec complex 


Representatives of the St. 
Albert Kinsmen Club’s Spe- 
cial Committee for Minor 
Hockey appeared before the 
Parks and Recreation Board 
at the meeting on April 9 to 
deal with concerns regarding 
minor hockey for the 1975-76 
season and other concerns 
related to the seating capa- 
city of the proposed arena in 
the multi-purpose recreation 
facility. 

“In 1966 the Kinsmen took 
over the minor hockey pro- 
gram and since that time 
minor hockey has expanded 
from about 200 players to 
close to 1,200 this year,’’ Mr. 
Dave Stewart, minor hockey 
chairman, told the meeting. 
The program has grown from 
about 10 teams to approxi- 
mately 70 geams, he added. 

‘‘Along with running the 
minor hockey for the past 
nine years,’’ Mr. Stewart 
pointed out, ‘‘we’ve also 
contributed $10,000 towards 
the arena - we put in the 
artificial ice plant and also 
bought a bus to transport our 
minor hockey players.”’ 

Mr. Stewart explained that 
17 Kinsmen and hockey 
supporters are involved in 
the running of the program. 
At present he said, the ratio

of Kinsmen to hockey supp- 
orters on the hockey commit- 
tee is 2 to 1. 

The hockey committee be- 
gins its involvement on about 
the first of May with assess- 
ment of equipment require- 
ments for the coming year, 
repairing and cleaning 
equipment, looking for 
coaches, setting up coaching 
clinics and referee clinics, 
making ice arrangements, 
scheduling for the 70 teams, 
setting registration dates, 
and coming up with a 
budget. As the hockey 
season winds up, Mr. Stew- 
art explained, the minor 
hockey special committee 
sets the playoff games, 
finalize statistics, arranges 
for equipment pick-up and 
storage. Financial reports 
are finalized, a banquet is 
planned, and recommenda- 
tions are made for the 
following year. 

“The future success of 
minor hockey is dependant 
on additional facilities,’’ Mr. 
Stewart stated, ‘‘and the 
present program which in- 
volves over 1,000 hockey 
players requires a new 
arena.”’ 

With 72 teams, scheduling 
games is nearly impossible 
with 50% of the games and

90% of the practices com- 
pletely dependent on the 
weather since they have to be 
played outdoors,’’ Mr. Stew- 
art said. 


ALLOW FOR MORE ICE IN 
FUTURE 


Mr. Stewart explained that 
the Kinsmen Club would 
recommend that a centrally 
located facility is essential 
for the 1976-77 season and 
should allow for future 
expansion to two artificial ice 
surfaces. He said that the 
Kinsmen feel at the present 
time that the single ice sheet 
planned for the multi-pur- 
pose facility is sufficient. 

The revenue for minor 
hockey stems from registra- 
tions (at $8 per player: 
$8,000), sponsors ($3,000), 
the gate ($700.), and other 
($300) and totals roughly 
$12,000 or about $12 for each 
player. 

Based on the $3 per hour 
rental fee, ice rental is 
roughly $3,000. Equipment 
cost varies from year to year 
but Mr. Stewart estimated 
about $3,000 went to that 
purpose. Referees account 
for $3,000, insurance is 
$700., crests and trophies 
take up an additional $1,000, 
and miscellaneous takes ab- 
out $1,300. The total in 
expenses is about $12,000 or 
about $12 per player. 


IF RENTAL IS RAISED, 
REGISTRATION FEE WILL 
INCREASE 


Mr. Stewart explained that 
if the rental fee for ice is 
increased to $6 the registra- 
tion fee will increase about 
40% next year. He antici- 
pated that the registration 
fee would be approximately 
$11.20 rather than the $8 
imposed in the past. 

The next concern of the 
Special Committee for Minor 
Hockey related to the seating 
requirements for minor ho- 
ckey which were stated to be 
about 500 seats. 

‘*Our question is,’’ said 
Mr. Stewart, ‘‘why the 
provision of the extra 1,500 
seats (in the proposed arena) 
because with the price of 
$400 per seat, the extra 
$800,000 could be put into 
another ice surface beside 


anything financially viable,’’ 
he stated. 

Mr. Stewart also said that 
the facility must serve either 
as a spectator facility or a 
participant facility and the 
Kinsmen would question if it 
would serve in either capa- 
city as it is now planned. 

Mr. Garry Frost, repre- 
sentative of the Kinsmen 
Club, noted that the facility 
as it is now planned does not 
seem to reflect either specta- 
tor or participant philosophy 
very well. 

Mr. Dale Bjornson, chair- 
man of the Parks and 
Recreation Board, told the 
delegation that the Parks and 
Recreation Board had attem- 
pted to resolve both concerns 
and reach a middle of the 
road decision to satisfy both 
needs to a degree. He said he 
was reluctant to get into a 
philosopical discussion while 
he did note that the concerns 
expressed were appreciated. 

Mr. Bjornson asked for an 
explanation as to what was 
anticipated as the partici- 
pation of the Parks and 
Recreation Board in the 
minor hockey program. Mr. 
Stewart noted that it would 
be desirable to get input 
from the Board in the 
program. 

Board member, Mr. Lorne 
Wood, asked if the Kinsmen 
were in need of scheduling 
assistance and if the burden 
of the hockey program was 
becoming more than could be 
handled by the club. Mr. 
Paul Matear said that com- 
munity participation was 
needed rather than direct 
assistance in this regard 
from the town.

tance regarding the position 
of referee-in-chief,’’ said Mr. 
Matear, “‘because it became 
a problem to us.’’ He 
explained that an individuai 
would have to be paid full 
time to perform in this 
position which is difficult for 
the Kinsmen Club to set up. 

Mrs. Barbara Munro noted 
that assistance could be 
coming from the town 
regarding the setting up of 
clinics for referees and 


coaches. It was noted that 
financial assistance did come 
from the town fer this 
purpose while the organiza- 
tion was carried out by the 
Kinsmen Club. 

The immediate needs of 
the Kinsmen Club’s Minor 
Hockey Committee is the 
finalization of ice availability 
for next year’s season so that 
they can get an early start on 
the planning of the various 
leagues.

Town Council is moving rapidly - and the mayor and 
councillors have been working hard - to get two major 
developments underway which will have considerable 
impact on our community. 


First the recreational/cultural complex, estimated to cost 
4.4 million with work scheduled to begin in August this 
year, for completion in September of 1976. The town and 
service organizations share of the project is estimated at 
something under two million dollars - and net operation 
costs for the first year are projected at about $125,000. 
(Estimated operating cost $360,500, less estimated 
revenues of $237,790.).The centre is to be built on roughly 
15 acres on the site formerly used for the St. Albert 
Kinsmen Rodeo, on the west side of Highway Two. 


The second development is a major regional shopping 
centre and the decision on one of several proposals for such 
a shopping centre is scheduled to be made at the April 28th 
meeting of council. It is understood that the criteria set out 
by council eliminates two of four regional shopping centre 
proposals made to council: that of Mr. Shapiro (Darene 
Holdings) on a site behind the St. Albert Inn; and the 
National Land Consultants proposal for a smaller shopping 
centre west of the highway, across from Jasper Auto Parts. 


Which leaves the Abbey Gien proposal for a 600,000 square 
foot shopping complex including two or three major 
department stores on a 57 acre site on the east side of 
Highway 2, across from the recreation complex; and the 
Shelter Resource proposal for the area east of Highway 2 
and north of Jasper Auto Parts, of similar size. 


There are, however, a number of alternatives for extending 
our shopping facilities other than a complex the size of 
Londonderry, with parking for some 2,000 cars generating a 
huge traffic volume, and probably necessitating the building 
of another bridge over the river. 


(1) Grandin Mail wishes to add one department store, level 
the lot and extend parking at the rear. 

(2) A second shopping centre the size of the extended 
Grandin Mall could be planned for the north side of the 
river - possibly an extension of Lacombe Plaza site with 
vitally needed improved access. 


(3) A second large food outlet is presently interested in 
locating in downtown St. Albert through purchasing 
town-owned land which is presently sitting undeveloped 
and costing taxpayers more than $100,000 per year in 
interest. This firm has the potential to attract a second 
andthird store to the downtown as well, given at least five 
years lead time before a major regional centre goes in. 


(4) Mr. Shapiro is flexible in his development plans and 
would be prepared to put in a theatre and a small 
neighborhood shopping facility for community needs such 
as a drug store, barbershop and beauty salon, groceteria 
etcetera. Part of his remaining land could be developed in 
apartment buildings. (From the hotel south to the 
Klondike Inn). 


No matter what decisions are made, it is absolutely certain 
that many St. Albert residents will continue to shop in 
Edmonton as well as St. Albert. 


There is pressure on council from the big developers. To 
quote the Abbey Glen proposal: ‘*We are strongly convinced 
on timing for this centre (1977) based on the following: (1) 
establishing a centre of this size at this time will preclude 
any other development of this type for a long time; and (2) 
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as developers we are prepared to recognize that the opening 
of this centre in 1977 may be somewhat sooner than retailers 
would anticipate and. this recognition can become 
negotiable.”’ 


The Abbey Glen proposal attaches ‘‘prime importance” to 
the trading area north of St. Albert, including Morinville, 
Gibbons, Bon Accord, Westlock, Barrhead and Athabasca, 
plus MD Sturgeon rural area, and some draw from the 
northwest section of Edmonton. Their population 
projections show St. Albert growing at 4,000 per annum, 
Morinville at 1,180 per annum, Gibbons at 400, Bon Accord 
at 320, and the balance at lower figures. On this basis, with 
St. Albert at 32,000 and the balance of the trading area at 
34,750, they state that a 1977 opening is feasible. 


Is such a centre really needed, with Londonderry, 
Northgate, a new complex planned across from Northgate, 
and Westmount, all within easy reach? 


A major question for residents is the impact on the 
community of this kind of traffic on a highway going through 
the town. On kids going to the rec complex by bike, facing 
traffic from a shopping complex? 


What will be the impact of a major regional centre on the 
town's existing businesses and the downtown core? 


lt appears that the tax assessement on a regional shopping 
centre is a main consideration of council. How much greater 
would it be than the assessment on the alternatives open, 
and how much assessment would be lost if a regional centre 
forced many small firms out of business? How much of the 
assessment would in fact be offset by the sale of 
town-owned land for commercial development downtown, 
plus the tax assessment on those businesses purchasing the 
land - this could be considerable revenue from the two 
sources. The town owns about $1 million, $200,000 worth of 
land, purchased at approximately $4 per square foot. 


The Provincial Government has removed the tax burden on 
residents by removing the school foundation levy from 
property tax and this year assisted both local boards to lower 
their supplementary requisitions with additional grants. 


It is mooted that further relief for municipal governments 
will be forthcoming by way of help for mainly residential 
municipalities from the Province.

Some answers are needed, and considerably more 
expression of views from the general public. Council is 


prepared to decide in less than two weeks.

Input on pool 
ignored by council 


I have been involved on several occasions giving input to 
the Recreation Advisory Board and to the Town Council, As 
the Aquatic Supervisor at the University my main interest is 
of course the pool. I have been watching with interest recent 
articles written in the Gazette. It seems to me that our 
elected representatives have been ignoring a great deal of 
input and community feeling as well as some fundamental 
recreation concepts. With all the information that exists, it 
seems that our councillors are acting on impulse and their 
own opinions, rather than listening to and representing St. 
Albert residents. 

The first mistake was when they failed to open the design 
to local architects. At the first open meeting, we were told 
that the plans we saw were the only ones presented - who 
else was asked? Following this, residents and local 
architects were upset, however, IGNORED BY COUNCIL. 
At the first open meeting, those persons who were involved 
with recreation, physical education and education, were the 
majority of the persons who supported the pool site at Paul 
Kane. These are our experts, the people in the know. Since 
then all the responses I have seen have been in support of 
this location and the support of the community school 
concept. Again, COUNCIL HAVE IGNORED THESE 
RESPONSES. 

As citizens of St. Albert, each resident has the right to 
DEMAND a full community school policy, providing the 
best use of their tax dollar. In all existing community school 
situations, I have never seen a more perfect set up than the 
Paul Kane site (six schools in walking distance). 

If people want to they can dig up any kind of support facts 
for a case in point. For example (from April 9 Gazette): 
‘‘Mr. March stated that information indicated that 
Edmonton schools used pool facilities nine per cent of the 
swims while they were allocated 34% of the pool time.’’ The 
question can be asked - what use would that 34% of time be 
getting if the schools were not using it - the answer - little, if 
none. Instead of 9% of total use, 1% will probably be using 
the facility. The reason for the low ratio is that, that 9% use 
is classes, which are generally about 40 people at one time 
as opposed to 100 - 200 during a rec swim period. 

One of the other major concerns of residents is the 
recreational use. It is true that the majority of use requires 
shallow water - the more we have the better. This does not 
exclude the need for deep water. Along with diving, 
synchronized swimmers, water polo players, lessons, staff 
training, leadership courses, scuba classes, all need the use 
of deep water. 

The design council recommended would have 2912 water 
3'6-S' deep + 1000 feet in the special pool along with 1680 
square feet of deep water. The extra diving tank at an 
additional cost of $690,000 is prohibitive. 1 recommended an 
L shaped pool to council which would increase the shallow 
water extensively as well as providing an adequate court for 
synchronized swimmers and water polo players. 

It would provide 4592 square feet of shallow water 3'6 - 5’ 
plus 1000 square feet in the special tank. It would have 
approximately 800 square feet of deep water. This would be 
a vast improvement, and I’m sure at no where near the 
$600,000 price tag. It is also a far more superior recreational 
pool than the proposed one, and it is far more practical than 
separate tanks - which serve no useful purpose than 
increase costs. 

I must give credit to council for providing our community 
with a special purpose pool - but I hear it is planned to be in 
a W shape. This truly innovated design has possible 
circulation problems and any expert would certainly 
question its usefulness. Why such a design? 

| am positive that not nearly enough information has been 
given to the architects about our requirements. For 
example, it would be an advantage to be able to separate the 
special pool from the main pool, and to also have it open. It 
would be wise to have separate heating and circulation for 
the special pool. Truly lasting pools are fully tiled. All these 
things and many more I could suggest would have both 
positive and negative effects on the ultimate costs. | believe 
our community is the victim of poor and inadequate 
preparation, to which the excuse deadlines are given. | have 
personally offered my services to the Recreation Board, the 
Recreation Department, and the Town Council to help avoid 
the pitfalls of other communities and to perhaps learn from 
the mistakes of others, not to be the example. To date | have 
not been involved - what if any experts have? 

I would like to laud the efforts of concerned citizens such 
as Mr. Gish, Mr. Monroe, Mr. Grave, Mrs. McCaffery, 
Mrs. Monroe and others who have attempted to no avail to 
change the opinions of our elected representatives. | would 
also like to commend councillor Rod Throndson for taking 4 
lone stand in support of St. Albert residents and reacting 10 
community needs. ; 

1 would like to urge all concerned citizens to make theif 
views known to council as I hope it is not too late to make 
some corrective measures.

Minor hockey as 
played in St. Albert 


A junior referee of a 
Shaver semi-final was heard 
to say ‘‘They are only 
Shavers - why get excited.” 
Well, we as parents of shaver 
players do get excited. We 
not only get excited about 
their play but also about the 
things that go on. Last year 
we registered our son but 
was told he was five days 
short of the deadline and 
couldn't play. He did play a 
few games towards the end 
of the season with a team 
that was short of players but 
wasn’t allowed to play in the 
playoffs because he wasn’t 
registered. Then we found 
out that the team that won 
the shaver division last year 
had an unregistered player 
on their team but nothing 
was done about it. We 
accepted this with hopes that 
things would improve this 
year. 

But this year things have 
happened that makes us 
wonder where the rules are 
or if anyone enforces them or 
does each division head 
follow his own set of rules. 

First - one of our hockey 
players who only turned 
eight in September was 
moved up to mites because of 
his ability. Fine- but his 
parents were told he had no 
choice. There were four sha- 
vers moved up to mites (and 
they gave a good account of 
themselves) but some of 
these eight year olds came 
up against a mite player who 
was outstanding but wasn’t 
moved up to peewee divis- 
ion. Why doesn’t this ruling 
carry through in each divi- 
sion? 

Another thing a boy born 
in 1965 was allowed to play 
throughout the season on a 
shaver team -- come the 
playoffs when this was 
pointed out was he taken off 
the team by the coach - NO - 
reasoning being that ‘‘he had 
played all year.’’ No seven 


year old should have to con- 
tinue to play against a boy 
who is over the age limit of 
the division. 

Last of all - some boys who 
didn’t turn seven until 1975 
were allowed to play even 
though the cutoff date was 
December 31, 1974. The 
reason given ‘‘to fill up the 
team.”’ If the cutoff date was 
followed last year, why 
wasn't it this year? -- or does 
the shaver division head 
have his own set of rules? 

My suggestions are: 

1. Birth certificates should 
have to be presented at 
registration. 

2. The cutoff date foll- 
owed to the rule or else have 
the boy prove his ability to 
skate as well as the seven 
year old. Better yet insist a 
boy can skate before accept- 
ing his registration. 

3. Move a boy up because 
of his ability but the division 
head along with the coaches 
of the teams in the division 
should vote on it by secret 
ballot by the end of Decem- 
ber of the current hockey 
season. 

4. The shaver division 
should be divided into A and 
B if the non-skater is going to 
be accepted. The A division 
being made up of those that 


can at least pass the 
beginners test in power 
skating -- preferably power

5. If the coaches notice 
that something has gone 
wrong - Nip It In The Bud -- 
be fair to your players, all 
other players in the division 
and to the parents that are 
staunch supporters of minor 
hockey. We all know who 
suffers in the end - The little 
guy at the end of the stick. 
Learn from this year and lets 
play the, game according to 
the rules.

Two-pronged Bypass 
a possibility for St. Albert 
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A two-pronged bypass to divert through traffic around St. 
Albert could become a reality within the next two years, 
which would give a new perspective to the town. St. Albert 
Trail could well become a central thoroughfare primarily 
carrying local and district traffic. 


On the other hand, should council give the green light on 
April 28 to a major regional shopping centre along St. Albert 
Trail, they could rule out this possibility. 


Regional shopping centres generate a tremendous amount 
of traffic - in this case from an area 50 miles to the north, as 
well as from north and northwest Edmonton. Thousands of 
vehicles will be streaming through town. 


The question is how much traffic do the citizens of the town 
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want along this stretch of road, and what effect will it have 
on the new recreation complex aiso to be sited on this road. 


An ultimate two-pronged bypass network such as illustrated 
would effectively assure that the town will maintain it’s 
identity and never become swallowed up in the Edmonton 
vortex. It may be that this is the only way we can avoid 
eventually becoming contiguous to the city. 


We strongly urge council not to rush into a decision in less 
than two weeks, but to further seek out the wishes of the 
present citizens of the town as to what extent they wish 
growth controlled, and whether or not they wish a bypass to 
divert through traffic and disperse it through many avenues 


into the city. 
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Low cost consulting 
offered to small 


firms 


“Suggesting to a seat-of- 
the-pants small businessman 
that he take his company’s 
problems to an MBA stud- 
ent, or to a mere under-gra- 
duate, would have been like 
telling an off-colour joke at a 
Sunday School picnic a few 
years ago.’ (Financial Post, 
1974). 

Fortunately, this skeptical 
attitude taken by many 
businessmen toward univer- 
sity students and their 
capabilities has been slowly 
disappearing in the past few 
years, as evidenced by the 
overwhelming success of 
summer student consulting 
programs at universities in 
Nova Scotia, Quebec, On- 
tario, Manitoba and British 
Columbia. And now, in 
hopes of narrowing the

even further, a_ similar 
program has been establish- 
ed at the University of 
Alberta, involving 15 senior 
level business administration 
and commerce students. 

The objectives of the 
Alberta Student Consultant's 
program are three fold: first, 
to provide small business- 
men with consulting and 
business services which they 
might not otherwise be able 
to obtain; second, to provide

Consulting services will be 
provided from May thru 
August.

Wood said that he personally 
felt that he would like to see 
the theatre included in the 
recreational facility itself. 

Mr. Foster said he found it 
strange that a theatre was 
being contemplated ‘‘a year 
later in a civic centre for at 
least the same amount of 
money as they would have 
spent if they had built it in 
the rec complex.’’ He said 
that it would have been 
better to ‘‘rationalize the 
whole thing’’ and get all 
facilities together. 


300-SEAT THEATRE 
NOT SUITABLE 


Board member, Kathy 
Mills, mentioned that at the 
‘*user group’’ meeting the 
performing arts related in- 
terest group had stated that 
no theatre would be better 
than a theatre which was not 
adequate. She expressed 
concern that a recommenda- 
tion for a 300 seat theatre 
would not represent the 
desired facility which the 
performing arts group con- 
sidered suitable. Five hund- 
red seating capacity was 
what had been suggested by 
the group and Mrs. Mills 
noted that it may well be 
better to wait until the 
optimal facility was practical 
rather than provide some- 
thing less. 

Mr. Bernie March, re- 


creation director, wondered 
if there was some economic 
rationale which would sub- 
stantiate the construction of 
a theatre in the civic centre. 

‘‘Council has now deleted 
the theatre from the recrea- 
tional complex,’’ Mr. March 
said, ‘‘but they may be 
aware of some economic 
factors that the Boafd is not. 
which may substantiate the 
inclusion of that theatre at a 
later date in the civic 
centre.”’ 

Kathy Mills stated that she 
was aware of the recreational 
complex design experience 
of Phillips-Barratt, the archi- 
tectural firm designing the 
recreational complex, but 
was dubious in relation to the 
firm's experience in design- 
ing theatres. 

A motion carried to direct 
the recommendation to 
council from the Parks and 
Rec. Board regarding serious 
consideration being given to 
a theatre for inclusion ina 
civic centre complex.

a.m. and expect to be 
finished by 3 p.m.

Parker said that the logs on 
the old barracks seem to be 
in good condition and ‘‘the- 
re’s a good chance you can 
move it.’’ He also pointed 
out that the building had 
been occupied up to three 
years ago. 

Mr. Parker said that if the 
corners were sound then they 
would have to call in the 
expertise of a mover. If the 
building proved it might be 
too fragile to stand the move 
he added ‘‘We’ll cross that

6th toothpaste 
may not go 


Grocery manufacturers are 
becoming more cautious 
about “‘introducing the Sé6th 
new toothpaste’’ as infla- 
tion-scarred consumers cut 
down their purchases, says 
the new chairman of the 
Grocery Products Manufac- 
turers of Canada. Robert 
MeNair, in an interview with 
Susan Goldenberg of The 
Financial Post, says the 
wariness stems from manu- 
facturers’ wanting to elimin- 
ate any unnecessary expen- 
ses at a time when “people 
are spending less than in the 
past.’’ Also, McNair said, 
manufacturers are more wil- 
ling than before to stop 
producing low-selling items 
because the manufacturing 
costs outweigh the returns. 
This more hard-nosed app- 


roach is owing to what 
McNair says is a more 
“‘observant’’ attitude on the 


part of food retailers. On 


costs and supply, McNair 
says 1975 will be a ‘‘much 
more relaxed’’ year than 
1974, when cost estimates 
changed almost from minute 
to minute as commodity 
prices skyrocketed. Short- 
ages have largely ‘‘dissol- 
ved"’ said McNair and except 
for about a 10% rise recently 
in the cost of cans, packaging 
costs are also fairly stable.

the board's duties extend 
beyond this activity. 

‘The Board shall be 
concerned with the co-or- 
dination, planning, imple- 
mentation, continuity and 
expansion of recreation ser- 
vice that provide a realistic 
level, balance and variety of 
recreation opportunities for 
all segments, areas, age 
groups and organizations of 
and within the town,’ the 
bylaw states. 

Chairman of the Parks and 
Recreation Department, Mr. 
Bernie March, explains that 

he Board acts as a right 
and of council in recreation 
matters. “‘You can appre- 
ciate that council cannot deal 
with every aspect in the 


community,’’ he said, ‘‘so 
they have some assistance - 
the board provides that.” 

Mr. March notes that the 
difference between the De- 
partment and the Board is 
that the Department is con-

Unisex and taxes 


A noticeable trend in taxa- 
tion in the 70's is the melding 
of husband and wife into a 
combined taxpayer: 

What may be termed the 
‘marital unit’ or unisex 
concept which has appeared 
in succession duty, gift tax 
and capital gains tax laws is 
now taken a step further. The 
1974 federal budget intro- 
duced the transferable con- 
tribution for registered re- 
tirement savings plans. A 
taxpayer may use all or any 
part of his or her allowable 
RRSP contribution under 


section 146(S) (a) or (b) for 
his or her spouse instead of 
for himself or herself. In this 
way the taxpayer can cause 
an RRSP fund to accumulate 
in the other spouse’s name, 
even though that spouse may 
have little or no earned 
income in the year. The 
primary purpose would be to 
create a fund which will later 
become taxable to the spouse 
rather than to the contri- 
butor: in other words, to split 
income for tax savings under 
the progressive scale of tax 
rates.

tario. He was ridiculed for 
his efforts, but before he 
died, he was to be compared 
to Aristotle and St. Francis of 
Assisi. From an early age he 
became an active sportsman 
and at the age of 35 he 
helped form one of Ontario's 
first game protective asso- 
ciations. The aim of this 
association was to spread the 
knowledge of wildlife con- 
servation throughout the 
province. 

From his studies of ducks 
and geese, Jack Miner 
became a pioneer in the 
banding of birds, and per- 
sonally banded tens of 
thousands of them; thus 
compiling a record of bird 
migration. 

In 1927, Jack Miner 
brought out a new phrase, 
**pollution,’’ and began work 
on urging the government to 
stop pollution in the Great 
Lakes. As a result of his 
endeavours, Jack Miner was 
honoured by the Mayor of 
Detroit, who called him ‘The 
world’s greatest naturalist."’ 
His greatest honour came in 
1943, when King George VI 
presented him with the 
“Order of the British Emp- 
ire’’ with the citation; ‘‘for 
the greatest achievement in 
conservation in the British 
Empire."’ 

Due to Jack Miner's 
efforts in 1947, by unani- 
mous vote by Parliament, the 
National Wildlife Act was 
passed.

He pointed out that the 
grant being sought repre- 
sents a ‘‘once only’’ propo- 
sition in view that the money 
was going towards the pur- 
chase of equipment which 
would be around for some 
time. 

The football practice sea- 
son will start in July with the 
playing season commencing 


in August. Funds will be 
raised through sponsorship 
(30%), a matching grant 
from the town if approved 
(30%), and the remainder is 
to be raised through raffles 
and donations. 

Board member, Mrs. Bar- 
bara Munro, asked if there 
was some definite procedure 
which could be imparted to 
the Football Association for 
them to pursue to assured of 
playing fields and practice 
areas. Mr. Bernie March 
explained that this was the 
authority of the Parks and 
Recreation Department and 
because of the ‘‘understood”’ 
priority given to soccer, a 
meeting would have to be 
arranged with all concerned 


to distribute use of the 
playing fields in the town. 
Mr. Dale Bjornson, chair- 
man of the Parks and 
Recreation Board, told the

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A brief calling for increas- 
ed provincial government 
help to improve roads in the 
MD of Sturgeon was well 
received April 9 by Highways 
Minister Dr. Hugh Horner. 

MD Councillor Walter Van 
de Walle confirmed this 
April 12 following the meet- 
ing which was attended by 
St. Albert MLA Ernie Jami- 
son, Reeve of the MD Bill 
Flynn and Coun. Glenn Berry 
and Mr. Van de Walle. 

The presentation of the 
brief to the minister was 
sparked off by the heavy 
wear and tear on many MD 
roads by industrial vehicles, 
particularly trucks on the 
gravel haul from Villeneuve 
and Westlock. It was also 
pointed out to the Minister 
that MD roads were servic- 
ing the fertilizer plant at 
Redwater which is out of the 
MD’s jurisdiction and there- 
fore does not provide a 
return through tax revenue. 

Mr. Van de Walle pointed 
out that the MD continues 
this road’s upkeep (secon- 
dary road 643 east of 
Gibbons to the fertilizer 
plant) even though there is 
no assessment. This road has 
been included at the top of 
the list of road improvement 
priorities and the MD hopes 
that the nine and a half mile 
section scheduled to repair 
last year will get done soon. 
A cement shortage and 
inclement weather in 1974 
prevented the improvements 
from being carried out then. 

The brief to the Minister 
also points out that an 18 
mile section of road (794) 
from Villeneuve north to 
Westlock is ready for con- 
struction in 1975. 

Also in the list of priorities 
upgrading of secondary road 
651 from secondary road 794 
to Redwater is called for. The 
brief also requested priority 
be given to the relocation of 
secondary road 633 from the 
present road to the road two 
miles north. The minister 
was told that this would help 
divert heavy truck traffic 
from the residential districts

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An enthusiastic and happy 
crowd of about 450 district 
people and visitors attended 
the official opening of the 
Riviere Qui Barre arena held 
in Camilla School gym on 


Friday evening, April 11. 
The arena will serve three 
communities - Riviere Qui 


Barre, Mearns and Alcom- 
dale and is the first arena 
attached to a school in the 
Province of Alberta. 

Built at an estimated cost 
of $197,000 the overall size of 
the arena is 100 x 230 feet 
which includes a entry - 
waiting room area 30 x 100 
feet and an ice surface 
measuring 200 x 85 feet. 
Bleachers along one side will 
accommodate about 400 peo- 
ple and there are four 
dressing rooms plus a 
referee and storage room, 
and mechanical room. The 
entry area, with windows 
overlooking the ice surface, 
includes a concession area 
and men and women’s wash- 
rooms. 

Sod turning took place on 
November 2 and many visi- 
tors were astonished at the 
amount of work that has been 
done since that time. There 
is a little work left on the 
bleachers, the end boards 
and the outside stucco to be 
completed. And this was 
accomplished despite the 

‘fact that the arch ribs were 
- Supposed to be in on 
December 1 and did not 
arrive until the end of 
January. There are no plans 
for artificial ice but a fan 
system will be installed 
which will extend the time 
that natural ice can be used. 

Mr. Jim Falls of Alcom- 
dale acted as master of 
ceremonies for the opening 
ceremonies and commented 
in his opening remarks that 
the complex was the result of 
a tremendous endeavour by 
“*so many pecple.’’ He called 
on Joe Sheehan, president of 
the Riviere Qui Barre Agri- 
cultural Society. 

‘*We are opening more 
than an arena,’’ said Mr.

measurement 


Shur-Gain announced to- 
day that it has published, in 
co-operation with Informa- 
tion Canada, a pamphlet 
which describes metric mea- 
surement as it will apply to 
agriculture in Canada. 

It became available thr- 
ough Shur-Gain dealers ac- 
ross Canada from March 1S. 

Murray Stewart, general 
advertising and public rela- 
tions manager of Shur-Gain 
says that the pamphlet is 
designed to help farmers 
with metric measurement by 
familiarizing them with the 
new terms. 

“It is not the purpose of 
the pamphlet to provide 


complete conversion tables,"’ 
he said, ‘*but rather, to start 
us thinking in terms of 
metres, kilometres, litres 
and kilograms.”’
